DAY LONG TO BE ReMEMBfil^D AT PRESENTATION ACADEMY 



The magnificent statue of the Blessed 
Virgin, a gift to tha Preaaatatloa Acad- 
emy fnaa tha Alaaiaaa, waa blisatd at 
that laslltntlon laat Wednesday at 10 a. 

m. The accompanying exerdses were 
juite appropriate and interesting. On 
account of the extremely limited space, 
no invitations were extended, the only 
attendants l>eing the Alumnae and 
pupils, who were most honored, however, 
to have for their guests Mother Cleophas 
and Sister Augustine from Nszaretb, 
Sister Lauretta, of Covington, andaeveral 
Olataw from local laatltntlpBa of the 
lar. The pnplls aaasmhlad la tha com- 
mencement hall, whare they sang a hymn 
to Our Lady of Good Counsel aa beauti- 
ful as it is uncommon. The Rev. G. W. 
Schuhniaun delivere<l an address which, 
it is needless to say, was eagerly wel- 
comed and thoroughly enjoyed. He 
Ida tha pccaentation for the Alumnae, 
and expressed the Sisteis' appreciation 
in very graceful words, and gave the 
pupils excellent adviea ' 
shoiH^WRff^P^'" 
whose only fanlt waa Ita btwrity, waa in 
substance as follows: 

Dear I'riends: The Sisters of this 
acailemy, have begged me to contribute 
a few words towards this happy celebra- 
tion, and for me the Sisters' wish is an 
imperative command. This morning I 
am to be many-sided— I am to represent 
the Sisters, I am to stand for the Alum- 
nae, I am to qiaak f<>r the pupila aad lo 
say a few worda for mysdf. I am Hfa 
that little rcptUa called the diaifleleon; 
as the light strikes it, it presents different 
colors. When the light comes from a 
certain direction you will see a great 
deal of black and a little white, and then 
I am speaking for the Sisters. U the 
light strikes me from another direction 
and I present a deep red— well read— then 
I am the Alumnae. If tha Ught strikes 
ma from aaotber dlrectioa aad I grow 
saullar, thaa ^on see books aader my 
arms; thea some one might aiaUdondy 
say I am "a little green." 

To begin with, logically and chronolog- 
ically, the statue must be presented. 
The young ladies that have graduated 
from this academy have bound them- 
sdvca togatbar la aa aaaodatloa to ktup 
up the happy memories of thdr school 
days. I do aot kaow what thdr ezpari- 
oa baa been, bnt mine is that I feel 
mora at home with, and greater pleasure 
in being with, and my best memories go 
back to my schoolmates, either in the 
parochial schools or in the college or in 
the seminary. Yon will go out in the 
world and form friendships superficial, 
shadowy and transient, but firm, stable 
and aadariag friendships will be based 
npoa yoor associations during your school 
Ufa. Yob hava had Uka iatereats, the 
same purposes; yoa have been dde by 
side in your studies, and upon these 
sssoctations you can build the very 1>est 
of friendships, and it is a hard matter to 
make new friends in your more advanced 
days. How valuable it is to have a good 
friend who will be a true solace to you in 
after days. And hence I must praiae the 
good, sound, common sense of these 
young ladies who will not forfdt the 
friaadihlpa fonaed ia thla academy. 
Yon, yonng ladiaa, maet bare in your 
monthly asss mbll aa and aec your 
teachers. Pupila often forget thdr 
teachers, bnt teachers do not forget their 
pupils. Teachers have given and have 
consumed the l)est fibres of their brain; 
they have given their heart's blood in 
love to iMing you up and instill into your 
hearts enduring prindples by which you 
might be guided in your after life, hav- 
ing inapired you with a love for the true, 
good, beantifnl, and they do not fofget 
you; aad yon cone to them for further 
guldaace. Your di^ema stated that you 
had fidahed your oonrse of studies, but 
it did not say that you could not recdve 
further instructions and guidance from 
these Sisters. 

On leaving school yon have entered on 
the higher and more difficult path of life. 
On leaving the commencement stage you 
stepped onto the other more confusing 
aad often more disootuaging stage of 
life. It Isthen that yon need the addce 
of the teachtts to guide yon, their arms 
to warm you; you need them to console 
you and to uplift you when yoa are 



downcast, to adviae you when you are in 
doubt and to enconragJ you when you 
are about to be tcmptadfto despsir. The 
school ball brought yowtogetber in your 
adMOl days, and though your interests 
are different, the world is large and there 
is so much room to scatter, distance 
lends but cold enchantment. The 
academy is a magnet which can draw 
you together again away from all the 
other enchantments which might sur- 
round you. The Sisters think often of 
yon, and though ymtgo out into the 
world yon have no if^f ftiau how wdl 
and how often they li|Ht of yoa. Tbay 
can not follow you into the highways and 
byways of Me, and hence it is when they 
can not visit you you come and visit 
them. But you can not always be with 
the Sisters; other cares cncompaaa yon, 
you have other duties to fulfill. Because 
you can not always die here you have 
given your lepi ' eaaa tdpre to remind the 
Sisters that yoa ct^ ^(b them in spirit.

what could He do more than say, "Behold 
thy mother," and what better presenta- 
tion could you make, ilear young ladies, 
than the statue of the Hlesseil \ ir^in, 
Immaculate Mother of Christ.' 

The statue is a copy of one of M urillo's. 
He was a celebrated artist and was the 
pdntdr of the Conception, la which aub- 
jecf he waa nnsnrpassBd. Thla pidure 
la a ttoat appropriate one for an academy 
ct America. The Spaniarda were the 
first colonists. The first school erected 
in this country was by a Franciscan 
friar; the first printing press introduced 
into this country was brought over by a 
Spanish-American Bishop; the first book 
printed in this country waa one printed 
by the Spanish colonists, and Uie first 
mode published came throngh that press. 
It is a fact that thafa are aMM* ladlaas 
today in South Aaiariea thaa whaa that 
country first came under Spanish rule, s 
sad commentary on what was done to the 
Indians under the care of the Anglo- 
Saxons. The number of Indians in our 
country is most humiliating, aside from 
what the Spaniard did. Wherever they 
built a church they erected a school; 
wherever a convent was established there 
was a acbool. All this was done one 
himdred years bdore the pilgrima aet 
foot on Plyawnth Rock. 

Mnrillo was a poor, struggling genius. 
He toile<l for daily food, yd he wiahed 
to have an opportunity of ddting the 
picture galleries of Madrid and Rome. 
Where should he get the money? There 
were many churches in Ameica that 
uee<led pictures for the altars, for the 
instruction of the pupils in the schools. 
Agents came from America, bought the 
pdatiags aaida by MafiUo, and thereby 
be found a start In Ufa. It is a oopy of 
his mastatfnl work of tba laiaiacnlate 
Coeea y jioa wMdi we have bdore us 
today. ''If 'we have not our artists of 
America, if America is not old enough to 
develop art, if we must go to the old 
masters, let us take a picture from 
Mnrillo, who thus aacended the ladder of 
fame through American asdrtsars. That 
pidure haa a special aignificatlon for 
mysdf. The very fird prayer I ever 
uttered in the bouaeof Qod was before 
thispidnre. In tba pariah chnrcb wUdi 
I attended it still forms the centerpiece 
of the high altar, and I can faintly re- 
member when I saw it for the first time I 
gave way to an innocent distraction. As 
I saw the angels gaily playing around the 
feet of the Blessed Virgin I wondered, if 
they carried on so lively, whether they 
might not fall on the altar step. Around 
that picture we boys would gather irhan 
over from achool, and I bdicre many a 
fervent prayer went up to her rapreaaated 
by that picture when wa did not know 
whether a word waa an adverb or a prep- 
osition; when we could not maka tha 
siuwer to our sum sgree with that In the 
book, and when we were afraid father 
might ask us the long question in cate- 
chism instead of the short one. 

The Alumnae in person wish to ngnify 
thdr devotion and affection for the 
sehod; aad tha Sisters, aatuially glad of 
thla testimoaid, express their heartfelt 
thaaka. If that was the first porpoae of 
the Alnmnae association, tbey bad .a 
scoond. They wished In ddng this to iw 



of some benefit to the pupils. When 
they placed that stdue in your presence 
they did not only intend to develop the 
high taste, and to bring out in your 
hearts the appradatloa of the graodul, 
but they wished to do a higher work. 
They would like to infuse into that 
statue life, to put the light of the 
Klessed Virgin into those eyes. They 
would like to give that statue vital 
motion, in order that you might rise 
higher and sec her, the original and 
beautiful model, after which this picture 
has been formed. The Bleaaed Viigia 
loves you, lovea yoB with tha saaia love 
that our Lord brought to the cross. She 
wishes you to gather arouad her as her 
Son expressly said: "Suffer the little ones 
to come to Me; forbid them not." She 
is your protectress, your patroness. She 
knows you are innocent and inexperi- 
enced, and your inexperience subjects 
you to snares and dangers. She knows 
that it is not many years ago that 
yoa were baptlaa4, aad that tha dew of 
haptlsnul' waUdi' la sfflf dtf'jNiir souls 
not suUled by tha dafiUag touch of the 
wicked world. For what doea She see in 
the youug boy or girl who comes to the 
academy, what does she behold? A soul 
radiant with divine grace, unconscious 
of evil, bright and beautiful. She sees 
intheseulsof the young her own inno- 
cence reflected, and ahe sees the simplic- 
it}', sanctity and peace of Almighty God, 
Jud as tha heavana an reflected from the 
bosom of soma lalaad lake. She loves 
vou bacanae she beholds in yon a repre- 
sentative of herself, and yd how aadly 
that innocence may be lost — a word, a 
glance, a flashing thought and all will be 
swept away just as the flowers and beauti- 
ful fruits are carried away by the whirl- 
wind. May the Hlessed Virgin l>e the 
true modd aad light of your youthful 
days. Cdl to bar for aid in temptation, 
ask her to ba aaar yon whea the enemies 
surf onnd yoa. 

When I saa yon gathaiad hara I can 
not help thiaUag of the tbonsaada and 
millions that envy yon, that would like to 
have your exceedingly great opportun- 
ities. I can not help thinking of the 
thousands that are in the streets, the 
stores and factories; that are trying to 
eke out an existence, to gather a few 
pennies to contribute toward the support 
of father and mother. Vou are in cozy 
rooms, cheerful sanoaadlngs, deep in 
search of knowledge, as wdl ss cnltnre 
of heart and refinement. It would be 
ungrateful if after theae advantages any 
pupil should complain of drudgery of 
school life. What would those boys and 
girls, who must always stand t>eside 
factory machines with their great noise, 
so soul-dedening, not give for your op- 
porttuitiea of developing your minds and 
cultivating yoor hearts? I would dmoat 
wish that yoa woald never grow old 
enough to graduate. I woald dmoet 
wish that yoa oonld ramala la tha house 
of your father and mother and be taught 
by the Sisters, for I see that when you 
have finished your course here there are 
thoae who will lay snares to rob you of 
your sanctity and innocence. And then 
I see thousands of others who have the 
saaie oocy rooms, the same cheerful sur- 
foondlngs ss yon have, and yet they have 
not the culture of heart that is yours. 
They are learning. It is true, culture, but 
to laat and serve tbam a few short yesrs. 
You are studying tmths, you are storing 
virtues and prindplea, that will be a con- 
solation and joy for all eternity. Acad- 
emy boys and girls, you need not be re- 
minded that you have great opportuni- 
ties, but you do not know it; or if you 
ever hear it you will not believe it that 
your happiest daya are in school. Per- 
haps you think when yon get a bad note 
or have to repeat a lesson the Sisters do 
aok Uka yon. but when you get older aad 
isitbar awi^ from thla academy yoa will 
hidk back and redly see that they had a 
mother's care for you. The older yon 
grow the more you wiU love this acad- 
emy, and when yon are hurrying along 
on a Fourth avenue car you will cast a 
glance upon her. When you are old aud 
shaky and have to be lifted from the car, 
then your most pleasant maaioriaa wiU 
revert to this academy.

Though not yet completed as per plana, 
only the central part being finished, SO 
great is the nee<l for such an institution 
that the part now ready will be opened 
for patlaataaad tha wiSp added la daa 
time. 

While we have dher ho^tala, dl 
worthy aad oonuaaadable, St Aathoay'a 
ia onr oaly private free hoepitable for tha 
care of all of every sect, creed, race or 
color, without price. In all cities are 
those without home or friends to care for 
them in sickness, without the nu-ans to 
obtain medical attention and necessary 
medicines, without a place to rest in 
(juiet, without those to nurse and aoothe 
them. Not only the really poor, but 
hundreds in boarding hooaaa, lodging 
houssa, hotela, to thoaa aa well is sach 
sa lasdtatloa a booa— a gaanaty of a 
havea for all thd ia rcqdred to relieve 
thdr suffering snd snziety for that for 
which one yearns in sickness, the peace, 
red, attendance and kindly ministrations 
of sympathetic nurses. Those who have 
home, family and friends may not fully 
realize the full import of this, bnt the 
fact that there are fellow-beings in dis- 
tress needing the comfort of a home in 
suffering arooass aympathy and charitable 
oo4>paratlaa iriddi nadara tha afsdloa 
aad mdntaaaaoa of sach lastitntlons 
poadble; for bdng for diarity to human- 
ity, they arc Imilt and supported by the 
humane and conducted by those who de- 
vote thdr life work to niTsiriu ihe sick. 

Though St. Anthony's Hospitd ia 
ownerl and will lie managed byCatholies, 
and the greater part of ita cost was pro- 
vided by Catholic contributions, large 
and small, onr people gaaardly have , 
aided in tha wodi. aa bahig for tha gaa- 
erd public good. And in this they have, 
shown that broad charity befitting an 
indltntion in which ndther creed, race 
nor color will be cooridered in those who 
become beneficiaries of its shelter and 
cate. No religion will be barre<l; on the 
contrary, every religious wish of a patient 
will be fully respected. No race preju- 
dice or color line will cause neglect or 
exclusion, but dl are welcome to St. 
Aathoay's Free Hospital. 

The Franciscan Sisters, who have can- 
vassed the dty from door to door for tha 
money to build the hospitd, and devoted 
months to supervising its erection snd 
furnishing, and who will have it in 
charge, have earne<l the gratitude of the 
community and are to be congratulated 
on their success in such a grand charity. 

W bile there has, fortunatdy, been no 
public ezpresdon in oppodtion to St, 
Anthony's Hospital as a "sectarian Inall- 
tatloa" for tba azdndva baaafit of one 
rdlgloa, we kaow that sach a feeling 
exists and hu deterred some well-mesn- 
ing persons from contributing to it.

Nine coolrtkt of Xr^ud. with 
om i,soo.ooo loluibitant*. bave 
thiM to been placed under the 

"crimes act." which is about the 
same as what we would term in 
this conntry, iUipeorion of the 
writ of habeas corpus or martial 
law. Under this crimes act any 
person is liable to arrest and im- 
priaonnient on tb« mere conplaint 
of any one, or the whim of an 
official, taken before two magis- 
trates at any time or pUce, bail 
being denied, and from tbt decision 
of these magistrates there is no 
appeal. Thus it is in the power of 
the officials and magistrates of 
thoat ttinc coontlM to pat anybody 
in jail far thirty days to six months. 
This is a little worse than our 
martial law, the findings of whfcfc 
•It Mbjcct to approfal of a higher 
•ttthority. 

SBCURB5 CONTROL. 

Now who wm be mistress of the 

iwtf J. Pierpont Morgan has suc- 
ceeded in his effort to secure con- 
trol of the principal ship lines be- 
tween the United SUtes and 
Europe, embracing the British, 
German and I'rench companies. 
They will not be bought, since 
their diartcrs forbid sale to a 
foreiKner, besides such sale would 
forfeit the subsidies paid them by 
the foreign governments. They 
win oontintte their autonomy and 
direct management as separate 
cerporations, as at present, but an 
AnmicMTivndicatc. inoofponited 
in New Jemy with a capital of 
$150,000,000, which can be in- 
» creased, will control all the lines. 
England's greater boast aad pres- 
tige, "Mistress of the Seas," goes 
glimmering into Uncle Sam's grow- 
ing domination of the world's trade. 
Sentiment may be an influence, 
but money and hustle rule nowa- 
days, and the American has both. 
Johnny Bull may frown, but your 
Unde Samvd wUl nde the seas 
hercaftCT^ 

And now the English press are 
fearful that the presence of a hun- 
dred American students at Oxford, 
as provided in the will of Cecil 
Rhodes "gtorifying In their nation- 
ality, will become a potent factor 
in impressing their personality on 
the suid old hniveraity, with the 
natmal result of an organized 
American society, college yells, 
class buttons, and the young Amer- 
ican spirit generally will sharply 
•ooantttate existing differences." 
Some truth in that. The average 
American is not reticent in glorify- 
ing over the greatest nation Mi 
earth, is usually able to take care 
of himself anywhere, not only hold- 
ing his own, but generally impress- 
ing, and aometimea s up p r essi n g, 
the other fellows. It is not at all 
improbable that a hundred Ameri- 
can students selected from all 
dasses in the re^active States of 
this country, as provided in the be- 
quest, will be pretty thoroughly 
American, cockney-proof, and in 
dtie time Yankeeixe Old Oxford 
as completely as Canbridft. Har- 
vard or Yale. 



The English-Boer peace confer- 
ence has taken a recess to aUow 
the Boer repccaenUtives to consult 
their OovanuBcnt officials. Unless 
the terms are absolutely accepted 
or rejected by the Boers the confer- 
ence may convene agiin, if it is 
thought possible to come to an 
agreement. While the terms sub- 
mitted to the Boers have not been 
published, opinion among thoae in 
Kugland and Holland who ought 
now is about evenly divided as 
the outcome — whether peace will 



be dcdartd or the war continued. 
Though no armistice has been ar- 
ranged, in the meantime active 
military operations seem to have 

been suspended. It may be a 
month before the final decision as 
to peace or renewal of hostilities is 
known. 



The United Sutes Steel Corpora- 
tk>n seems to have the Oennan 
iron and steel trade on the hip. 
There has been much agitation in 
Germany over revi.sion of the tariff 
with the purpose to iocreaie rates 
so as to exdode American pradnets. 
This seems to have no terrors for 
the steel corporation, and President 
S«Awab says they are indifferent 
about what course Germany decides 
upon in the matter. If the tariff 
rate is fixed too high to allow 
American iioa and steel lo com- 
pete in Gemnny, the corporation 
will withdraw from the German 
market and go after Germany's ex- 
port trade in Bastem Europe, 
Western Asia, China, Africa and 
South America. It looks like the 
Vaukee hold^ the trumps. 



The new taxes in Great Britain 
impose an additkMal penny on the 
hnndred weight of grain and two 
pence on the hundred weight of 
wheat imported. As Great BriUin 
docs not pradnce enoogh of thoae 
staple foods to anpply - her people, 
the tax has not even the merit of 
protecting home industry, nor will 
the burden fall on the importer, 
since Great Britain must have the 
grain and wheat, and the cost to 
the consumer, the people, will be 
ainiply iaeraaaed. The first ship 
load of wheat to pay the new tax 
was from the United States, and 
the tax on its cargo amounted to 
$3»3«>» to be added to the eost of 
the Englishmen's daily food. The 
blessings (?) of the Boer war are far 
reaching. 



With or without government 
sttbeidy we are to have a Padfic 
cable connecting the United States 

directly with the Far Ea:t. Con- 
tracts have been awarded and work 
is progressing for a cable from 
either Monterey or Sen Frandsoo 
to Hawaii and the Philippines. It 
is to be completed to Hawaii by 
November, and to the Philippines 
some time in 1903. Then we will 
not have to depend on messages 
round-about via I^ondon, or steam- 
ships with news a mmith old, to 
say nothing of cheapness. The 
company guarantees rates not 
higher than cable rates to Europe. 



The English press and Govern- 
ment are jubilant over the fact that 
the last war loan of $150,000,000 
has been fully subscribed, and 
point to it as an evidence of confi- 
dence in the solvency of the nation. 
As the bonds sold for 95^. a dis 
count of 4>4 per cent, there is not 
much to crow over; discount always 
indicatea la^ of confidence. Not 
since the Boer war began have 
British consuls commanded par. 



Nothing so en«>bles yooiv men

Record of the Host Important of 
tlM Racant BvanU Cullad 
PfoiB Bxcluuisiaa. 



A twoHitory dwelling honte took fire in 
Beat Belfaat. It waa got nnder control, 
little damage being done, but OH a aeaicb 
being made of the premiaca the occupier, 
a man named McWatters, was found dead 
in l)e<l, having evidently been sniTocated 
by the smoke. 

At Dundalk petty sea^ns, a young 
man named James McKeArn, of Bridge 
street, waa brooght np in custocly, 
charged wMi atalfbing Mra. Julia Mur- 
phy, who keepa a lod^ac hl^ftm la the 
Lowtr Bad. The aeeoaed waa fcmanded 
in custody. 

At a conference held in Uelfast of rep- 
resentatives of the Ulster Farmers' and 
Laborers' I'nion, at which T. VV. Russell 
was the only member of Parliament pres- 
ent, it waa resolved to ask the Ulster 
nenbera to vote against the second read- 
ing 6L (he sew land bill nnkaa claaae 36 
waa withdrawn. 

The congress of the Irish N'tioiial 
Teachers' Organization concluded at Cork 
on Friday. A ru.si)!ulion was passed re- 
scinding that passed in reference to 
residual grant. Aniniig the resolutions 
passed was one trusting that managers 
and teachers would introduce the teach- 
ing of Irish in their acboola and expres- 
aing the opInioB that atndenta in all 
training coUegea in Ireland aboold re- 
ceive instraction in Irish. 

At Limer'ck quarter sessions before 
Judge Adams the Limerick Fishery Con- 
servators appealed from the decision of 
the Msgistrates at New Pallas petty ses- 
sions dismissing three summonses for 
illegal fishing by a spear on the part of 
two men aaiaed Martin and Frank Ryan. 
His Honor reverse*! the daciaioc of the 
Magistratea and imposed a fine in each 
case with costs, remarking that per.sons 
killing spawning fish should lie sent to 
jail for eighteen luoiiihs. 

A warrant was issued by J. Woulfe- 
Flanagan, R. M., for the arrest of an ex- 
rate collector of the King 'a County Coun- 
cil named Walter Kane on the diaige of 
having embeailed a anm which he ia 
alleged to haverccciTed aa ratea from the 
Great Southern & Western Railway Com- 
pany and failed to lodge to the credit of 
the County Council. The information 
was sworn by John V. Brown, Assistant 
Secretary of the County Council. The 
defanltiug collector has not yet been ar- 
rested. 

Information baa reached Sligo that a 
man named Moyc, aged about thirty 
yeaia, who had apwt aooie time in the 
Uaitail Btataa, waa fbnad dead, hanging 
from a graHad tape, which he had ap- 
parently adjnated with great care. Hia 
mother, who was sick in bed, heard a 
scream, and on going into the room saw 
the terrible sight. Deceased's niece, 
who was about to go to the United States 
the following week, had left the bonae on 
aome boaiaeaa, and he todt advaMage of 
her abaeaea to eoonalt the awM dead. 

John B. Redmond, M. P., waa pre- 
aentcd with the honorary freedom of the 
dty of Cork. Addressing the corporation, 
he claimed that the attendance of the 
Irish party in the House of Commons 
this session had been far better than that 
of any Knglish party and l^etter than 
that of any Irish party he had known 
during hia twenty-five years of public 
life. Ha deacribed the land biU iotro- 
dnoed br Wyadbam aa a halting and in- 
ainova aiaaaun, aad aaid be did aot be- 
lieve tiM Government had any aincere 
intention of going on with it. 

As was the case in the Limerick City 
quarter sessions, there was no criminal 
business for trial at the county side of 
the court, which was opened by his 
Honor Judge Adaipa.

Medical Inspector to the Local Govern- 
ment Board and in consequence had 
to resign the positions of Disp>ensary 
Medical Officer of Naas, Medical Officer 
of Health to Naas Urban Council and 
Coroner. He ia a Nationaliat. Local in- 
teraat in the eloetkMM fbr Olapanaary 
Doctor and Coroner ia very keen, and 
for many wedca back a vigoroua canvaaa 
for both poeitiona has been pursued. 

A shocking discovery was made at No. 
IIT) Rialto Cottages, Dolphin's Karn, alt 
the inmates of the bouse being found 
dead, having been suffocated by escaping 
gaa. The victima were Angustns O'Neill, 
his wife, and child aged five. They had 
not been aeen alive aince Saturday, and 
it ia anrmiaed that after retiring to bod 
on Saturday night they were ove r co m e 
by the gas fumca. The neighbors, whoae 
snapidon that all was not right was 
aroused by their non-appearance, com- 
municated on Monday with the police, 
who on effecting an entrance found the 
three inmates dead.

The author of many 
admirable poems and essays, inustly on 
Irish subjects, she was throughly imbued 
with the Celtic spirit and her sentiment 
was the inspiration of Irish nationality.

'M, '48 and 'VI. Afaaady the arraage- 
meata la ootmeetlon with the collection 
are well under way, and the members 
intend traveling through and aolidting 
subscriptions in all the towns and dis- 
tricts of South and West Cork for the 
purpose. They have already received 
many promises of support, not alone in 
the loeality, but from Cork men in 
America and other countnca. Th^ 
hope to l>e able to erect a moaaaieat 
which will be worthy of the town.

The New York World's Rome corre- 
spondent cables that the Pope received 
William O'Brien, M. P., the great Irish 
suteman and founder of the United 
Iriah I,eagne, aad hfa wife in a special 
private audience oa' Thuraday of last 
week, at which aobody alaa waa present. 
When interviewed after tha aadleiMe Mr. 
O'Brien said: 

"His Holiness was pleased to speak of 
my bard struggles in the cause of Ireland, 
whereupon I said that the Irish were a 
race of nearly twenty million, principally 
lividg in America, and all fillet! with 
reverence for hia Holineaa and his su- 
preme oAoe. 

"Tha Fopa replied: *Y«a, I have just 
beaa remlndad how widoqiread the Irish 
race is. Only yeaterday I received Car- 
dinal Moran, of Australia, who used to be 
Bishop of Os^ry in your country, and 
Archbisbop Kelly, who has gone out to 
Sydney to fill bla place— aoottaar grtat 
Irishman,' 

"Then, after a little, the Pope added: 
'Ireland alwaya baa been affectionately 
in my thongtata. She WM alwaya faithful 
fromthed^ of 81. ^atrick to thia mo- 
ment.' 

"Finally, with most touching kind- 
neaa, the Pope said: 'You will take 
away with you my blessing for yourself, 
your wife and for Ireland. I repeat it: 
Go<l bless Ireland and the Iriah race 
wherever they may be.' " 

The address of the Bishopa of the 
United States to the Pope on the oceaaion 
of hU jubilee was p^Uabed Tueaday 
evening In the Oaa erreh >» e R o mano, the 
offidal organ of the Vwkan. The Pope 
ia replying in a letter in which he thanks 
the Bilhops and praiaaa the work they 
have done and are doing in "free Amer- 
ica" in behalf of religion and charity, 
and especially by means of acboola and 
other institutions. 

Headed by the Right Rev. Biahop 
Charles McDonnell, of Brooklyn, the 
band of forty -six Catholic pUgrima, 
whoae departure for Rome waa announced 
in a former iaane, have anivad aafdy in 
the Holy City.

TyBst Sunday in niauy of the Catholic 
churchea tbrougbout the country was 
Kmd Pope I^o's jubilee encyclicnl. In 
tbe optniog he refera feelingly to his 
own ■orprUog vitality, and after a brief 
diaenaiioa o( ooaditioas agalaat which 
the chnreh has to atroggle the Holy 
Father aaya: 

It ia manifeat that if there is not some 
betternieut soon the bases of society will 
crumble and dvag down with them the 
great and eternal principles of law and 
morality. It is in consequence of this 
condition of things that the social bo<ly, 
begioning with the family, is suffering 
such aeriotts evila. 

For the lay State, faffetting iU limiu- 
tions and the caMattd object of the 
authority which it wielda, haa laid ita 
hands on the marriage bond to profame 
it and has stripped it of its religious char- 
acter. It has dared as much as it could 
in the matter of that natural right which 
parents possess to educate their children, 
and in many conntriea it haa destroyed 
tbe atability of marriage by giving a 
local aauction to the Ucentiooa inatitu- 
lion of divorce. 

All knew the leaolt of theae attache. 
More than worda can tell tbe v have multi- 
plied marriages which are prompted only 
by shameful passions, wliich are speedily 
dissolved, and which at times bring atxiut 
bloody trage<lies, at others the most 
shocking infidelities. We say nothing of 
the innocent offspring ot these unions, 
the children who ate abandoned, or 
whoae morale are eormpted on one ride 
by the bed example of the pateots, on 
the other by the poiaon wUch the oft- 
cially lay State ooaataaUy pom talo 
their hearts. 

Along with the family tbe political 
and aocial order is also endangered by 
doctrines which ascribe a false origin to 
authority, and which have corrupted the 
geaoine conception of government. For 
if aoveraigtt anthority ia derived formally 
from the eooaent of tbe people, and act 
God, who ia the anpieme and et^raal 
principle of all power, it loses ia the eyes 
of the governed its most august charac- 
teriatic and degenerates into an artificial 
sovereignty waicb rests on unstable an j 
shifting bases, namely, tbe will of those 
from whom it is said to be deriveil. 

Do we not see tbe consequences of this 
error in the Carrying out of our laws? 
l oo often these laws, instead of being 
sound raeaon formnlated in writing, are 
but the aupwaaion of the power of the 
greater anmber end the will of the pre- 
dominent political party. It is thus that 
t!ie mob is csjoled in seeking to satisfy 
Its desires, that a loose rein is given to 
jKjpular passion even when it disturbs 
the laboriously acquired tranquility of 
the State, when the disorder in the last 
extremity can only be quelled by violent 
nteaanrea and the abedding of blood. 

Gonaaqnent npon the repudiation of 
tboee Chriatian prindplea which had 
contributed ao eBcadoody to unite the 
nationa in the bonds of brotherhood and 
to bring all humanity into one great 
family, there has arisen little by little in 
the iuternational order a system of jeal- 
ous egotism, in consequence of which 
the nations watch each other, if not with 
hate, at least with the auspicion of rivals. 
Hence iq their great nndertakinga they 
loae sight of tbe lofty prindplea ot moral- 
ity aad jnilice and forget the protection 
which the fetble and the o ppr c a aad have 
a right to demand. In the deaire by 
which they are actnatad to iacreaae their 
national riches they regard only the 
opportunity which circnmstHnces afford, 
the advantages of successful enterprises 
and the tempting bail of an accom- 
plished fact, sure that none will trouble 
them in tbe name of tbe right or tbe 
respect which right can claim. 

Snch are the fatal principles which 
have ooasecrated material power as the 
feopceme law of the world, aad to them.ia 
to be iaqmted the Hmitl eaa increase of 
military establiabments, and that armed 
peace, wUch in many respects is equiva- 
lent to a disastrous war. The miserable 
.fonditioo, also of a large part of the 
poorer classes, who assuredly merit our 
aaatstance, furnishes an admirable oppor- 
tunity for the denigns of scheming agi- 
tators, and especially of Socialist factions 



which hold out to the humbler classes 
the most extravagant promises and use 
them to carry out the most dreadful 
projects. Hence springs savage anarchy. 

Those who start on a dangerona dcs 
aceni are aoon hurled down in ^te of 
tbemsdvce into the abyaa. Prompted by 
aa iaeaonMe logic a society of veritable 
criminals has been organised, which jX 
iu very first appearance haa, by ita 
savage character startled the world. 
Repudiating all union with society and 
cynically scoffing at law, religion and 
morality, its adepts have Adopte<1 the 
name of Anarchists and propose to 
utterly subvert the actual conditions of 
society by making use of every means 
that a blind and savage paasion can sug- 
gest. Who doee aot feel a thrUl of 
horror, indignatioa aad pity at the 
remembrance of the many victims that 
of late have fallen beneath its blows, 
emperors, empresses, kings, presidents 
of powerful republics, whoae only crime 
was the sovereign power with which they 
were invested? 

We have extolled liberty and its ad- 
vantagea to the skies, and have pro- 
claimed it as a sovereign remedy and an 
incomparable instmment of peace and 
prosperity which will be moot fruitful in 
good results. Bat facta have clearly 
shown as that it doee not possei a the 
power which is attributed to it. Eco- 
nomic conflicts, struggles of the classes 
are surging around us like a conflagra- 
tion on all sides, and there is no promise 
of tbe dawn of the day of public tran- 
ijuility. In point of fact, and there is no 
one who does not see it, liberty as it is 
now understood, that is to say a liberty 
granted indiscriminately to truth and to 
error, to good and to itvil, enda only in 
destroying all that is adUe, geaerous 
aad holy, and in opening tbe gatee still 
wider to crime, to suicide and to a multi 
tude of the most degrading ptassions. 

The iloctrine is also taught that the 
development of public instruction, by 
making the people more polished and 
enlightened, would suffice as a check to 
unhealthy tendencies and to keep man 
in tbe ways of uprightness and probity 
But hard reality haa arnde us feel every 
day more and BMce of how little avail is 
instruction without religion and morality. 
As a necessary consequence of inexperi- 
ence, an<l of the promptings of bad pas- 
sion, the mind of youth is enthralled by 
tbe perverse teachings of the day. It 
absorbs all the errors which an unbridled 
press does not hesitate to sow broadcast 
and which depravea the mind and will of 
youth and foments in them that spirit of 
pride and inaubordinatioa which so often 
tronblea the peace of fkmilias and cities. 
So also 'was confidence rap ossd ia the 
progress of science. Indeed the century 
which has just closed, has witnessed 
progress that was great, unexpected, 
stupendous. But is it true that it has 
given us ail the fullness and healthful- 
ness of fruitage that so aiaay expected 
from it? 

Society in its foolhardy effort to escape 
from God has rejected tbe divine order 
end revelatloa and it ia thua withdrawn 
from the salutary effecta of Christianity, 
which is manifestly the most solid guar- 
antee of oriler, the strongest bond of 
fraternity and the inexhaustible source 
of public and private virtue. This sacri- 
legious divorce has resulted in bringing 
about the trouble which now dial urbs the 
world. Hence it is tbe pale of the church 
which this kMt society must re-enter if 
it wishes to recover its wdl-beiag, iU re> 
poee and its salvation..

' Being called upon la Uie Honse of 
Commons by John Redmond and the 
Irish party to justify his action, Wynd- 
hara utterly failed to make out a case for 
exceptional legislation. He was only 
able to give seven cases of real boycotting 
throughout Ireland, admitted that no 
crim^ of violence or of a serious char 
acter had ariaen from the agrarian ques- 
tion, and oould not deny that, taken all 
nmad, Ireland haa has criam thsa say 
other coaatry ia Bnrope at 
haa had leaa for aome time back. 

The real object of coercion is to crush 
the League and thus eaabic the landlords 
to get higher rates for the purchase of 
their holdings than the United Irish 
League advises tenants to pay. The 
issuing of the proclamation putting the 
crimes act in force was due to the influ- 
ence of Lord Londonderry, now in the 
Cabinet, whole the leader of the Iriah 
landlord party, and to the indting and 
the gross exaggerating of dicnmatanoca 
by certain London newapapers, whose 
pictures of conditions in Ireland Secre- 
tary Wyndham himself acknowledged 
were ridiculous travesties of tbe truth. 

In order to coerce tenants to pay more 
than tbe market price for their holdings 
the Britiah Cabinet haa anspended trial 
by jury ia aiae conntiea, which have 
1,600,000 inhsWteats, whoso llbortiea are 
placed at the mercy of two polioo magis- 
tratca, who never were known to acquit 
anybody; who without legal knowledge, 
have jurisdiction in vague charges of 
conspiracy, and who, if they fail to con- 
vict, may be immediately transferred or 
dismissed. Moreover, no one charged 
with any offenae indictable before a jury 
can be tried in bis own county, but at 
tbe request of the Attoraey General 
venae maat he dtaafsd to aay other part 
of Irdaad. 

Under this power Mationaliat tenanta, 
whom there was no chance of convicting 
anywhere else, have been taken to Bel- 
fast to l>e trie<l by an Orange jury. In 
short, every Nationalist in those nine 
counties ia deprived of every constitu- 
tional right and is placed absolutely in 
the power of any policeman who con- 
siders himsdf influential among bis fel- 
Iowa aad chooaea to trump up any kind 
of diaige to bring him befWb the re- 
movable magistratea. 

The Government doea not even make 
any pretense of ddug anything, for the 
admitted grievanoea of toaaata aad tbe 
land purchase bill iattodaced ia the 
House of CoBuaona bsfsta Bsslor were 
dropped simnltaneonaly wiith the edop- 



tion of eoerdoa. In fact it 
tended to pass the Land bilL
